Fernmark Homes Ltd. proposed an 18-lot detached single 
family residential subdivision development at 742 Simcoe 
Road, adjacent to the Golfriew Estate Lot Subdivision, the 
land is already designated as Residential in the Town’s 
Official Plan, but zoned Future Development. 

Geoff McKnight, in his role as Director of Planning & 
Development, explained that not only does the 2.2 hectare 
property require rezoning, the subdivision cannot proceed 
until the new Green Valley sewage pumping station is 
completed, and details of allocation for municipal servicing 
have been worked out. 

McKnight said that the Town had received 16 pieces of 
correspondence from area residents - all opposed to the 
subdivision. Concerns included the impact on current 
property values and quality of life; smaller lot sizes "not 
compatible” with the existing estate lots in Golfview; and

Emergency meeting 
of the Police Board 

The Bradford West Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police Services 
Board Chair Sharon Villani called an emergency meeting 
of the Board on January 26, following the decision by 
Innisfil Council on Jan. 22 to send the South Simcoe Police 
Budget back for further reductions. 

But Board Members concluded that until the budget has 
been presented to Bradford West Gwlllimbury Council, 
Innisfil’s partner in policing, any response by the Board 
would be premature. BWG Council meets on February 3rd. 

The BWG-Innisfil Police Services Board, in its January 
19 meeting, approved a 2015 Police Operating Budget 
of $16,026,958 - later reduced to $15,928,817, thanks to 
receipt of a $98,000 Provincial grant for court security - 
and a Capital Budget of $641,000. Although the Capital 
expenditures were covered largely by Reserves, and split 
50/50 between the two municipalities, it still left a jump in 
the Operating budget, year over year, of almost $500,000. 

Innisfil Council rejected the increase, arguing that during 
the 2013 Police Costing process involving the OPP, a 
commitment was made by South Simcoe Police to bring in 
a 2015 budget of $15,453,178. 

Innisfil’s Deputy Mayor Lynn Dollin noted, “There was 
much assurance and much comfort level that that was 
achievable,” something that played a role in Councils’ 
decision to stay with South Simcoe Police. 

“It’s very hard for me as a Councillor to endorse your 
budget,” said Councillor Richard Simpson, adding that he 
was under the impression that the $15,453 million forecast 
was “written in stone... I made a decision based on what 
was guaranteed at the time - and now that guarantee is not 

Councillor Doug Lougheed agreed that the decision to 
stay with South Simcoe “was based on the numbers we 
were given at the time... The new numbers might have 
changed the vote.” He called on the PSB to "honour the 
commitment that was made in 2013.” 

During the meeting, Board Chair Sharon Villani defended 
the increase, noting that new information has become 
available and the needs of the community have changed 
since the costing - but Innisfil Council passed a resolution 
sending the budget back “for consideration, with the focus 
on reducing the overall budget to the committed amount as 
set out in the June 2013 costing debate (Council resolution 
153-13) of $15,453,178, and applied proportionately
